OTTAWA, Feb. 18.—(CP)—Re- 
sources Minister Gfen today dis- 
closed Federal government plans to 
build a 25,000 horsepower hydro- 


electric plant on the Snare river 
in the North West Territories to 
provide power for the development 


of mineral developments in the 
Yellowknife district, 

THE SNARE RIVER develop- 
ment which the government pro- 
poses to undertake, involves the 
construction of a diversion dam 
across the Snare at the outlet of 
Big Spruce Lake, two short tun- 
nels and two open channels to con- 
mect natural waterways by which 
waters of the Snare will be convey- 
ed to a power house and develop- 
ed under a head of 120 feet. 

The initial development is pro- 
posed to consist of a single turbine 
and generator to develop about 7,- 
500 horsepower, A second stage in 
the development envisages the 
diversion of the waters of the Emile 
river into the Snare river and the

Aged Pensions 
At 65 Demanded 


Old age pensions at 65 years of 
age without a means test and on 
a non-contributory basis are sug- 
gested as measures which the fed- 
eral government should pass at 
the next session of the Ottawa 
house, in a motion to be discussed 
by the legislative assembly, notice 
of which appears on Monday’s leg- 
islative documents, 

THE MOTION WHICH will be 
proposed by N. B. James (SC, Ed- 
monton) is seconded by David Ure 
(SC, Red Deer), 

It urges further that the age limit 
for the receipt of such pensions 
should be reduced to 60 years as 
soon as possible and that the fed- 
eral government be urged to make | 
full use of the “nation’s credit so| 
that such old age pensions can be| 
financed without recourse to fur- 
wee tax or debt burdens on the na- 
jon.” 

The preamble to the motion crit-| 
icizes Dominion government pro- 
posals to the Dominion-Provincial | 
conference on reconstruction, 

THOSE SUGGESTIONS by the 
federal government concede to 
some extent that persons at 65 are 
unemployable and that they have 
earned the right to retirement, but | 
denies the principles of old age 
pensions by insisting on a degrad- 
ing means test in regard to such 
persons between 65 and 70 years of 
age. 

The Dominion’s proposals also 
failed to recognize that the mini- 
mum required for basic necessities 
and small comforts in $50 a month, 
according to the motion,

But the FBI, it is reported, received 
orders from the state department 
and the White House to go slowly 
in the interests of international re- 
lations at a critical time in world 
affairs. 

DREW PEARSON, noted Wash- 
ington newspaper columnist, has 
charged that a Russian who sur- 
rendered to Canadian authorities 
gave the names of some 1,700 Soviet 
agents operating in Canada and the 
United States. The New York Jour- 
nal-American has named one Alfred 
Adamson as an alleged Russian 
agent-at-large in the United States 
attempting to gain knowledge of 
atomic-energy experiments. 

But the reply from the FBI to 
inquiries along these lines and 
all aspects of the Canadian develop- 
ment was: “We have absolutely no 
comment.” 

OFFICIAL SECRECY was the 
watchword in all government de- 
partments here.

“From the viewpoint of the in- 
dividual worker, such wage _ in- 
creases offer the opportunity to ac- 
quire a larger share of the com-

“BUT PRICES, in the great 
majority of instances, cannot re- 
main the same if wage rates are in- 
creased, since wages constitute a 
| large part of the costs of production 
in many industries. With very few 
|exceptions., ... An increase in 
wages means an increase in the 
selling prices of the goods or an 
increase in the government sub- 
sidy to the industry concerned”, 
said Dr. James. 

Strikes for increased wages, like 
competitive bidding-up of prices, 
endanger Canada’s national wel- 
fare. The steel strike, by cutting off 
the essential raw material upon 
Which hundreds of other industries 
depend, has delayed the produc- 
jtion of civilian goods by many 
weeks, if not months.

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Traitors or Just ““Dumb’? 


A lot of civil servants at Ottawa are 
keenly aware now that the business of the 
country is not a proper subject for gossip 
when information so bandied about could be 
of any possible use to the government of a 
country interested in knowing how well the 
Dominion is prepared to protect itself 
against attack. 

And a number of them must be shivering 
in their shoes at the prospect of going to the 
penitentiary or even the gallows for having 
deliberately given such information to the 
spies of a foreign power, if the statement 
given out by the Prime Minister means what 
it seems to mean. Whether and what it does 
mean will not be known until the judicial in- 
vestigators have made their report. Mean- 
while that phase of the subject should be 
treated: with reserve. 

That the investigators were set at work 
before the matter was made public was ob- 
viously proper procedure. So was the prompt 
action of the Mounted Police in making sure 
that no wanted party will turn up missing 
when his turn comes. 

Nothing of this kind could of course 
have happened if it were not that Canada is 
now one of the focal points of international 
interest. Our geographic position was once 
our guarantee of immunity. It is so no 
longer. Modern weapons are not barred by 
either distance or latitude. We no longer sit 
in a quiet corner of the world, unenvied and 
secure against attack. Our wealth of re- 
sources is known, and may some time be 
coveted by an aggressor. 

It follows that our external affairs will 
have to be treated more seriously than in 
the past. Our relations with other countries 
must be governed by the fact that Canada 
is no longer made invulnerable by its posi- 
tion on the globe. As one result, the external 
affairs department will have to be staffed 
from top to bottom by men and women who 
can’t be bribed and know enough to keep 
their mouths shut. 


The Deadlock Broken 


The deadlock in the steel-producing in- 
dustry in the United States is broken. In a 
week or so, it seems probable, all the mills 
will be operating again and the output rising 
toward normal. 

Steel-using plants will in turn start to 
re-open as supplies become available. And 
there is reason to hope that the return to 
life of this key industry will mark the turn- 
ing point in the epidemic of tie-ups that has 
put more than a million industrial workers 
in idleness. 

All parties concerned directly and indi- 
rectly in the shut-down of the steel mills 
can now start to write off their losses—the 
consuming public included. These losses are 
permanent. They are things of the past and 
cannot be erased from the record. The lost 
production will never be made up. 

All the tools and machinery and house- 
hold articles which could have been made 
but were not made because steel was want- 
ing, will have to be done without. The un- 
earned wages, unearned dividends, used-up 
savings, are gone for good. So is all the 
economic loss which resulted from the fail- 
ure to bring these steel products into use 
when that was possible. Time waits for no 
man. 

Canadians are not merely interested and 
sympathetic observers of this unfortunate 
stoppage in the production of steel. They de- 
pend largely on United States mills for this 
metal, and in degree share the losses, At 
least one great industry, employing 10,000 
men, closed down the other day at Windsor 
because it could not obtain steel. It will have 
to wait its turn before re-opening is possible, 
and it is to be supposed the mills will supply 
their United States customers first. 

There is cause therefore for satisfaction 
on this side of the boundary also because 
the “jam” has given way and the mills are 
getting back into production. 


The World Is Waiting 


The Old Guard in St. James street may 
not thank him for it, but Mr, John Bracken 
talked to the point when he told a New York 
audience that the United States should lead 
the world in bringing about a relaxation of 
trade restrictions, 

Not that the United States has done 
more than several other countries have 
done, according to their capacity, to strangle 
international trade, But because it is power- 
ful enough to set the opposite course, and to 
impel the others to also back-track away 
from what is mis-called ‘‘teconomic national- 
ism”. , 

The United States is the chief of the few 
creditor nations in the post-war world, All 
the others of the Big Five are its debtors, 
and so are the other countries with few 
exceptions, None of these could afford to 
stand out if Washington decides to use its 
prestige and its enormous economic power to 
clear the channels of world commerce, 

To whom much is given, of them shall 
much be required, More than upon any other 
country, the responsibility rests upon the 
United States to lead the way in pulling | 
down the barriers which hinder trade, re- | 
striet production, and make “free enterprise” 
meaninglesa | 
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The Barrage that Failed 


Japan’s balloon attack on Canada and 
the United States will go on the record as a 
complete fiasco. About nine thousand of 
these carriers of explosive and incendiary 
bombs were released from Japanese bases 
Perhaps one-tenth of the number reached 
this continent, at points from Alaska to 
Mexico, though there is no evidence that 
more than 250 to 300 really landed. 

Six civilians of a picnic y were killed in 
Oregon when curiosity led them to examine 
the curious contrivance which came to earth 
near them. There were no other casualties. 
No fires of any importance were started. Not 
a dollar's worth of military damage was 
done, Whatever the balloons and their con- 
tents cost in time and money was sheer 
waste. 

Good fortune had some part in this. Had 
one of the incendiary cargoes dropped on 
an inflammable building in a city many 
casualties could have been caused and great 
property damage as well. No amount of vigil- 
ance could prevent this happening. It just 
didn’t happen because the wind and some 
other factors did not conjoin to bring it 
about. 

One thing this balloon barrage did do. It 
was in direct contravention of the accepted 
rules of war, since the gas bags were neither 
directed nor directable, and sailed away 
wholly out of control to land where chance 
might decide. Had they observed every other 
convention and chivalrous custom, 
breach made the Japanese war directorate 
an outlaw organization, entitled to no respect 
and no mercy. 

Through no fault of the would-be indis- 
criminate assassins who resorted to this de- 
vice, the end result is that the world knows 
something more than it did about air cur- 
rents in the upper regions. That the tech- 
nicians can learn much from the mechanism 
is not likely, for the Japanese are not in- 
ventors, but adapters only.

You will not find the term slug- 
gish liver used in medical text- 
books, but it is frequently used by 
the layman who explains such 
symptoms as headache, dizziness, 
mental depression and faulty diges- 
tion by saying the liver is sluggish. 

The English have adopted a term) 
which describes the condition fairly 
well and they say a person who is 
feeling out of sorts is feeling “liver- 
ish” but the Americans do not have 
any special term which exactly de-| 
scribes the state which develops 
when the liver is lazy, | 

The liver is one of the most. im- 
portant organs in the body, being 
important not only because of its 
large size, but also because it has) 


It is intimately bound up with diges-| 
tion, playing a part in the digestion | 
of starches, sugars, proteins and 
fats. It secretes an important diges-| 
tive fluid, known as bile, which is| 
mixed with the food as it enters the) 
first part of the intestinal tract, The 
liver also plays a most important 
role in keeping the blood sugar at, 
a constant level. It conserves iron) 
by saving the iron coming from) 
worn-out red blood cells, 
Furthermore, the liver is distin-| 
guished by having a double blood) 
supply, It receives fresh arterial | 
blood in the same manner as the! 
other organs, but in addition a very 
large blood supply comes to it by 
way of the portal vein, The second, 
blood circulation contains the food 
materials which have been digested 
and absorbed from the intestines, 
and also contains any toxic sub- 
stances absorbed from the same 
source. | 
It may well be that one of the) 
most important tasks of the liver is’ 
to take these toxic or poisonous 


} 
| 


substances and render them harm-| | 


less. in this capacity the liver acts 
as a filtering or purifying plant. 
Many arguments have raged back 
and forth as to how much of a de- 
toxicating organ the liver actually 
is, but many physiologists agree 
that the liver alters chemically 


many of the substances which reach’ } 


it and in this series of chemical 
changes it is more than likely that 
some of those which are potentially| 
poisonous are changed im such a 
way as to become non-poisonous be- 


fore a reach the peng circu- 
lation. 

Another cause of liver sluggish- 
ness which is worth mentioning is 
too free a use of starches and fats. 
Excessive amounts of meats, used 
along with too much of other vari- 
eties of food would also throw a 
heavy burden upon the liver. As 
the liver is intimately concerned 
with digestion, overeating must 
cause it to be overworked, and it 
may in time cease to function nor- 
mally because of such abuse. In 
some patients, the excessive use of| 
coffee, tea and cocoa seems to favor 
the tendency toward liver sluggish- 
ness when such a tendency is al- 
ready present,
